‘GERMANS WILL STRIVE TO 


FULFILL THEIR. OBLIGATIONS’ 


Von Maltzan Says There Will Be 
*“Sineere Endeavor” No Matter 
Who Is in Power. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—-The 
German people will do their ut- 
most to fulfill their obligations 
“without being affected by changes 
in the personality of those charged 
with the direction of their public 
affairs.” Baron Ago von Maltzan, 
the new German Ambassador to 
the United States, said today at a 
private luncheon in his honor at 
the Bankers’ Club. 

Without referring specifically to 
the election of Von Hindenburg, 
the Ambassador affirmed “the hon- 


eat intention’ of his people of ful- 


filling their obligations “with sin- 
cere endeavor,” regardleas of who 
oecupies the highest posts in their 
Government. 

Describing how statesmen of va- 
rious countries had arrived at the 
realization that post-war problema 
could be solved “only in the 
strictest accord with fundamental 
economic principles.”” Baron von 
Maltzan said that American citi- 
zens deserve the credit for having 
accomplished fn fact what these 
men saw in vision. He referred to 
the Dawes reparation plan. 

“As far as we are concerned all 
will be done,” he continued. “but 
will our endeavors suffice” In or- 
der to fulffl! foreign obligations of 
such magnitude we must have for- 
elgn support.” 

He stressed Germany's need of 
credits and facilities in disposing 
of her products abroad. He pledged 
punctual payment of German in- 
dustrial loans.

MOVE IN ILLINOIS TO 
BUY FISHING GROUNDS 
WITH LICENSE FEES 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 27. 


Robert Scholes, in a speech before 
the House Committee on Fish and 
Game, advocated the passage: of 
House Bill 435, introduced by A. O. 
Arnold of Quincy, which directs the 
Director of Conservation to acquire 
by purchase or lease approximately 
6000 acres of marsh land in Adams 
County, known as Lima Lake. This 
area would be used for a public 
shooting and fishing ground, open 
to any person holding an Illinois 
hunting and fishing license, but 
subject to regulation by the Direc- 
tor of Conservation. 

While Illinois is not alone In this 

move to acquire preserves and 
shooting and fishing grounds, the 
méathod of paying for them is con- 
sidered by many leaders to be the 
best. Pennsylvania has.just passed 
a $25,000,000 bond issue for this 
purpose. The payment of these 
bonds will come from direct taxes. 
The Illinois system for purchas- 
ing preserves and shooting grounds 
contemplates the use of money 
from the sale of hunting and fish- 
ing licenses. 
While the amounts received from 
these sources are ample at the 
present time, it seems probable that 
the hunters and fishermen will ask 
the next general assembly to dou- 
ble both the hunting and fishing 
licenses, provided that at least half 
of the receipts will be used to pur- 
chase and maintain public shooting 
and fishing grounds, together with 
the hatcheries, preserves and ref- 
uges necessary to maintain a con- 
stant supply of game and fish.
